Jerusalem downplays

Kessar calls package-deal offer ‘an election ploy’

Cohen-Orgad said that the eco- 
nomy cannot bear the wage rises 
demanded by the Histadrat. which 
he said are some 30 per cent higher 
than what the government is willing 
to grant. “If we gave them. salaries 
would nominally go up. but the in- 
crease would be swallowed by infla- 
tion or unemployment.” he said.

Trade deficit falls by 25% 
in January-May period

An I! percent rise in exports and 
it 4 per cent drop in imports cam- 
hined to lower Israel's trade deficit 
for the first five manths of 1984 by 25 
Per cent, compared with the same 
period last year. 

According to figures released by 
the Central Bureau of Statistics on 
Friday. the deficit totalled 51.0978 
billion for January-May of this vear. 
campared to $1.437 in 1983. 

Last month. imports exceeded ex- 
ports by some $347m.. as compared 
to $382m. in May 1983. 

Exports totalled $2.262b. during 
the January-May period. 52lem. 
more than in 1983. The improve- 
ment was led by a 15 per cent in- 
creuse in export sales of industrial 
goods excluding diamonds. and a 4 


per cent increase in polished di- 
amonds. Agricultural exports fell by 
] per cent. 


Imports of goods totalled $3.337b. 
during the first five months of the 
year, as compared’ with $3.477b. in 
the same period of 1983. Last 
month, some $760m. worth of goods 
were imported. 

The reduced valume of imports 
reflects a large drap. 36 per cent, in 
the purchase of consumer durables 
from abroad. and a 12 per cent fall in 
the import of investment goods. 


The drop in imports of consumer 
durables included 4 56 per cént fall in 
the purchase of new cars, although 
during May there was a 30 per cent 
increase in these imports as com- 
pared to the average monthly level 
for the January-April period.

The Europeans. on the other 
hand. feel that.it is we wha have 
betrayed them. i.e. their hopes 2b- 
out Israel being an exemplary socie- 
ty. Some eynical Israelis would claim 
that both the Evropean hopes and 
the sense of betrayal are the dis- 
torted manifestations of a latent 
anti-Semitism. This is an exasgera- 
tion. though. of course, one could 
twist the definition of ‘‘anti- 
Semitism™ to make it fit. 

The Europeans also feel that we 
are unreasonable, over-touchy and 
inclined ta be condescending. But. 
however observant they might be in 
perceiving the outward expressions 
of our attitudes and state of mind. I 
suspect that most of them faii to 
appreciate the depth of their origin. 


Perhaps we know the Europeans a 
little better than they know us: if se, 
it can easily be explained. What is 
certain is that there are apparent 
Serious difficulties in our perceptions 
and expectations of each other, and 
these differences deserve some very 
deep probing. Unfortunately this 
was not done at the Bar-Han sym- 
posium. 


The composition of Israeli trade 
with the EEC; the effect of Spanish 
accession to the Treaty of Rome; the 
Vaiican’s policy on Jerusalem;

JOHN CASSAVETTES is the ori- 
ginal flouter of Hollywood notions 
about what a film should be. He is a 
New Yorker who has used his earn- 
ings as an actor to disect films his 
own way. and at the other end of the 
American continent. He has in- 
spired a New York school of uncon- 
ventional film-making. of the kind 
Tepresented by Martin Scorsese or 
Brian de Palma. at leastin their early 
work.Cassavettes has been also the 
only director to persist in doing his 
own thing. This may be one reason 
the major studies won't touch his 
films with a ten-feet pole. He has 
instead a small but devoted audi- 
ence. who always eagerly await a 
new film by him. However, his audi- 
ence can’t ensure him large retums. 
Admirers of Cassavettes know 
that a film by him will be a strange. 
rambling kind of affair. a disjointed 
discourse on the loneliness of the 
middle-class long distance runner, 
and of the thin partition dividing 
sanity and madness for him (their 
difference never quite clear).This 
kind of experience is first of ut 
concentrated in the characters and 
the actors playing them. at the ex- 


pense of everything else: plot. narras 


tive style. social ur political rele- 
vance. Cassavettes’ camera doesn't 
observe the usual notions of the 
well-composed frame: he deviates 
from the editing rhythm of the usual 
well-trained Hollywood veteran. He 
will rivet bis lenses on the actors, 
won't let go, stick to them as they 


allow the part to take them over. as. 


they sradually lose their own.identi- 
ty to become the parts they play. and 
reach moments of terrifying intensi- 
ty. of the kind only seldom seen in 
other people's films.

” The average resident doctor in a 
hospital in this country works be- 
tween 350 and 425 hours a month. 
Part of this time is spent studying for 
exams, between patients. but most 
of it is on active duty in emergency 
rooms or intensive-care units, on the 
wards or in the operating theatres. 

The main problem - and on this 
doctors, union officials and hospitals 
all agree —is that there aren't enough 
work slots in the hospital budget to 
provide an adequate number of doc- 
tors to do the work of a busy general 
hospital. This also is the reason why 
so many young doctors leave Israel 
to specialize abroad. There aren't 
enough jobs available. 

Another reason for the extra-long

duty hours is that here. a number of 
routine procedures done in the U.S.

This 
means that if an intravenous solution 
stops dripping, ἃ catheter gets block- 
ed, or a dressing needs changing, the 
doctor on duty — even if he or she is 
getting a much-needed hour of sleep 
— must be awakened to do the proce- 
dure. 

The “why” of this is. however, 
even harder to understand since it is 
the nurses themselves. through their 
union. who have consistently ob- 
jected to assuming these duties. 
This. despite the fact that one of 
nurses’ chief complaints regards 
their low profile and their lack of 
status. Somehow. nurses in 
intensive-care units have managed 
to get around this ruling. while in the 
wards. only doctors can do these 
procedures. 

At ELBAH. the feeling is that the 
time has come for the patient to 
protest, and vet—as Leitman and her 
colleagues. a graup of Haifa citizens, 
all of whom heve in one way or 
another encountered the problem, 
admit - when vou're ill, you are most 
vulnerable and least able to protest. 

“It is no good telling us." says 
Leitman. “that this is the way it is: 
it's always been that way all over the 
world. That's like telling me that 
slavery was all right as long as that 
was the usual situation.”

THE [nternational Women’s Stu- 
dies Institute (WSL) has announced 
its second unnual Isruel summer 
Programme.

She took care of them and went to 
bed. A few hours later she was called 
again and on her way to the 
emergency room she was remember- 
ing that she had “dreamed of three 
people in an accident.” Only when 
she saw them in the surgical ward did 
she realize that they hadn't been a 
dream... 

But overwork does more than en- 
danger the patient. One of the most 
important things is that people who 
are overtired develop bad: work 
habits which can have an affect on 
their thoroughness and their judge- 
ment throughout their whole profes- 
sional life. This. of course is compli- 
cated by the fact that medicine every 
year gets more and more technical, 
and there's more and more to learn

The second projected change also 
has intriguing possibilities. What is 
being suggested is to allow com- 
panies to buy, and seil their own 
shares on the exchange. 

On most stock markets, a com- 
pany whose shares are registered for 
trading is allowed. subject to specific 
Tules, to enter the market and buy its 
own shares. In the New York stock 
market it is common practice’ for 
companies to take advantage of 
periods of marker weakness -and 
announce that they intend, over a 
given period, to purchase in the open 
market a given number of their own 
shares, often at a given price. Two of 
the many possible explanations for 
using this tactic are that the company 
feels its shares are undervalued and 
buying them represents the best in- 
vestment of the company's spare 
funds. Alternatively, the company 
may seek to buy its own shares in 
order to pre-empt someone else 
trying to buy them and take control 
of the company. 

Acompany that purchases its own 
shares does not annul them or wipe 
them out in so doing. It keeps them 
in “treasury,” that is, in the com- 
pany"s own warehouse, so to speak. 
so that when the occasion is right 
they can be re-issued to the public. 
This is the obverse of the same coin -- 
the ability of the company to sell its 
own shares, in the secondary market 
as well as in the primary. 

The ongoing slump in the Tel Aviv 
Stock Market has been characte-

TEL AVIV. -- No “new Israeli cur- 
ταπον will be introduced im- 
mediately after the elections. Gad 
Ya‘acobi. MK. the Alignment’s 
leading candidate for the post of 
Finance Minister. should that party 
be returned to power, has informed 
The Jerusalem Post. 

“The possibility crossed my mind 
that this might be one of the first 
orders of the day. no matter which 
party wins. So. 1 made inquiries. As 
far as I could ascertain. no new 
banknotes have been ordered. so 
mone can be brought into circulation 
in the next few months. It takes a 
considerable time to design and print. 
them.” 

Ya‘acobi said that if he became 
question: “Since we have already 
gone from the pound note to the 
shekel. perhaps 2 ‘ton’ note would 
be more appropriate now due to 
inflation?” 

Ya’acobi said that if he became 
finance minister there would be 
changes in the country’s economy. 
but that ‘they will be definitely evo- 
lutionary, not revolutionary. We are 
not planning any sudden, severe mea- 
sures which leave the public gasp- 
ing for breath.~ 

He noted that the Likud has 
already charged him with “plotting” 
such steps. ‘ 

“The truth is that Dr. Yair Pless- 
ner, the adviser of former Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor. not only 
planned such steps. but even pub- 
lished his intentions. They included 
sharply reducing the savings in the 
hands of the public, as well as doing 
away with indexation. Plessner 
is now trying to shift attention away 
from his plans to our ‘so-called’ 
intentions. He is doing this for two 
reasons: first. to show that they were 
inevitable, and second. to turn the 
public against us. since we will be 
forced to implement them.” 

Will the standard of living be to- 
wered after elections? 

“There is no reason to do so. Real 
wages have fallen by 12 to 15 percent 
since October 1983." But what does 
worry Ya'acobi - who has already 
gone on record that all the savings of 
the public, no matter in what form. 
will be “preserved and protected” — 
is that the wage-earners now pay 62 
per cent of all income taxes. Only 
three years ago they paid only 40 per 
cent, but due to inflation, the taxes 
collected from the self-employed 
and from companies have fallen 
drastically. 

“Hf we do not plan τὸ σα wages. we 
do not plan to raise them, unless they 
are accompanied by higher produc- 
tivity. This will be one of our slo- 
gans: more pay for greater produc- 
tivity.” 

Moreover. in regard to the com- 
panies. he will not renew the tax on 
inflationary profits, which has failed 
to fulfil its function.

a Fact-Finding Committee on Taxes. 
which will have to submit its recom- 
mendations within three months. It 
will be charged with overhauling the 
entire tax system. so that everybody 
pays a fair tax, whether he is a 
wage-earner. a self-emploved per- 
son. or a company.” 

At present. he states categorical- 
ly, the marginal tax on those receiv- 
ing salaries is far too high. 

He, as a Knesset member. has to 
pay 66 per cent income tax plus 
another four per cent to the National 
Insurance Institute. which brings his 
marginal tax to 70 per cent. he said. 

He believes that far too many 
persons are paying far too much 
taxes on their salaries, and the result 
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᾿ς that it reduces their incentive to 
work and produce. while convincing 
many of those whose taxes are ποῖ 
deducted at source to join the sub- 
terranean economy. (The Histadrut 
has estimated that about one third of 
the entire economy is “under- 
ground” and therefore does not pay . 
taxes.) 

Ya'acobi intends to hit the sub- 
terranean economy hard. He will 
concentrate especially on the small 
contractor, or sub-contractor who 
often has no address and no file in 
the income tax office. He will also hit 
those persons who have their taxes 
deducted on their first job, but 
forget to declare their income from 
their second job. “even if a lot of the 
latter are members of the Histad- 
rut.” 

He points out: the more taxes we 
can collect from the subterranean 
economy. the less the present tax- 
payers will have to pay. “Therefore, 
it is in the interest of the honest 
‘tax-payers to help us root out this 
underground economy.” 

<As for subsidies. they will be con- 
tinued, but reduced from their pre- 
sent high level. “Only public trans-

PARIS (AP). — Hana Mandlikova 
says it's bad for women's tennis, 
Jimmy Connors says it’s good for the 
men’s circuit. Chris Evert Lloyd says 
it “probably” makes things less in- 
teresting and. oblivious to all com- 
Ment. Martina Navratilova just 
keeps on winning. 

Back in the 1920s, people serious- 
ly suggested that the New York 
Yankees baseball team be disbanded 
because their year-in, yeur-out 
domination was ruining the game. 

But the only thing likely to “break 
up™ Navratilova — 0542 kilos of mus-

DEFENCE MINISTER Moshe Arens has chosen the honour- 
able course in deciding not to brand as illegal, under the powers 
of the still extant British Mandatory Emergency Regulations, 


Some members of the mixed Arab-Jewish list were accused 
by the Security Service of cleaving to seditious designs en- 
dangering national security, in the manner of the Αἱ Ard 
organization that was banned more than two decades ago. The 
security authorities applied to the defence minister to wield the 
emergency regulations against this list. as was done in the case 
of Al Ard. They did not brand the Jewish members of the list, 
who derive from one wing of what was formerly the Sheli list, 
arguing apparently that the Sheli group was being exploited by 
the radical Arab leaders of the list. 

Since the organization was formed to run in the elections the 
security services cannut be blamed for only waking up at this 


But they placed the defence minister in an impossible 
situation. On the one hand, he presides over the emergency 
regulations. On the other hand he is, like the members of the 
Progressive List. a politician running in the election. How can 
one politician, during a campaign, be asked to rule on the legal 
legitimacy of another, without appearing ridiculous. undemo- 


Now it is true, that the ultimate decision of the list’s right to 
contend the elections, had Mr. Arens ruled against them. 
would reside in the Central Elections Committee. But how 
could the Committee go against the defence minister. without 
making him look foolish precisely on the eve of elections? And 
if the Committee could not adjudicate totally without pre- 
judice, then its position as the ultimate objective arbiter would 


There is, therefore, a serious fault in the existing legal 
framework which permits such awkward situations to arise. It 
can be argued that the fault lies in the very cxistence of the 
Emergency Regulations. They counter the corpus of Israeli law 
which in turn is the framework within which the elections and 
the rest of our democratic processes are conducted. Abrogation 
of the regulations would, therefore. prevent a recurrence of the 
dilemma raised by the Progressive List. 

But there is no reason to believe that such abrogation is in the 
offing. And if it were. the Knesset would still be confronted by 
the need to fill the vacuum, arising from the specific problems 
of Israel's still precarious security circumstance. 

Tt would be more useful, if. after the elections. the Justice’ 
Ministry or the Attorney General addressed the issue. The 
present arrangements only make a mockery of both security 
and democracy. If the defence minister rules against the 
security services, he makes them look bad. If he rules for them. 
he makes himself and democracy look bad. And if his ruling 
then goes to the election committee, it is his judgment that is 
being weighed. which. at election time, cannot but affect the 


It should be the task of the next government and next 


Knesset to promulgate new legal procedures to avoid repetition 
of the unseemly case of the Progressive List.

The doctors agreement, reached 


in arbitration, exceeded the national 
framework agreement by some 80 
per cent. Both the Histadrut and the 
employers have agreed that other

compensated, if only partially. for 
this exception, but the employers 
would like to leave the matter to 
negotiations with individual unions.

Interviewed on Israel Radio on 
Friday.

“Centralized 
negotiations are an excellent idea 
when there is progress. but we can- 
not just sit and talk forever,” he said, 
stating that the negotiations could be 
completed within two weeks if both 
sides really want to do so. 


Haberfeld added that he does not 
think the Histadrut’s goal should be 
merely to protect the real value of 
workers" wages. That is a natural 
enough objective in an inflationary 
economy hke ours, he said, but he 
believes the goal should be to raise 
the real value of workers’ wages so 
that workers can go forward and not 
just mark time.

THE ELECTION CAMPAIGN has 
scarcely got under way and already 
the air is filled with empty words and 
worn-out platitudes. After the sub- 
mission of the lists. at least the 
infighting stopped and the political 
parties were able to start pretending 
that they had the best team with the 
cleverest -- and most reliable -- solu- 
tions for dealing with all the major 
issues confronting the country. 

These are many. but I shall con- 
fine myself here only to the econo- 
tic issues. 

Only Ezer Weizman has so far 
published some kind of platform. 
And while his economic programme 
is vague. he clearly wants to reduce 
individual taxation and government 
spending. 

Entrepreneurs are invited to step 
into the government's shoes. With 
40 per cent of all budgetary outlays 
earmarked for debt servicing and 
repayments. and about 30 per cent 
for security. there is little left to be 
passed on to the private sector. 

Writing recently in the Economic 
Quarterly, one economist tried to 
give us a U.S.-dollar estimate of the 
current budget compared to the pre- 
vious five budgets.
